Manila, M arch IO.—General Otis con­ 
siders M anila the most troublesome cen­ 
ter in the nituation today. The insurgent 
junta hen*, in conjunction with that in 
Hung K ong, is grow ing active.

military authorities have been forced to 
put a stop to M ubini’s intercourse w ith 
the public. 
The local and foreign press

treaty w hich he and General Bates en­ 
tered into several m onths ago.
